St. Joseph, La., July 13.—[{Special.}—Let 
any northern man stand on the levee of this 
little plantation town and watch the antics 
of two or three thousand more or less in- 
ebriated negroes and he will. I am sure, 
change his mind as to the simplicity of the 
negro question tn the south. 

Let him stand in the same vicinity after 
nightfall and he will begin to understand the 
serious social equation the southern people 
have been called to solve, and the difficulty 
of applying ordinary mathematics to it. 

This picturesque little town of St. Joseph 
was especially picked out for me by friends 
in New Orleans because they declared that 
here I could find the original, unadulterated 
negro, the negro of slavery time, before he 
had been touched by close association with 
the white people. 


Negroes of Slavery Time. 

The town of St. Joseph is an aggregation 
of the houses of more or less wealthy plant- 
ers and around about is a vast population 
of black laborers, all of whom are engaged 
in cultivating the great staple, cotton, with 
a few patches, here and there, of such corn 
as may be necessary to supply meal. 

To get to St. Joseph one must go either 
to Vicksburg or to Natchez by rail, and 
from there journey on a Mississippi packet 
which lands one on the banks of the great 
river after dark. It is so hard to get from 
St. Joseph to any other place that the

negroes here have been left nearly as they 
were forty years ago. They are free in every 
possible way. They can pick up and leave 
the town whenever they see fit. There are 
no contracts, no laws, no public sentiment 
to hold the negroes in the vicinity. It is 
merely that they are so far away from a 
railroad they have remained much as they 
were a generation ago, and for that reason 
seem to furnish an éxcellent social study. 


How Fourth Is Celebrated. 

I was fortunate enough to be here on the 
fourth of July and to see a spontaneous but 
perfectly peaceable negro celebration. There 
were no firecrackers, and there Was no noise 
except the loud laughter of the happiest, 
most light hearted race the sun shines on. 
In the sunny south fireworks are reserved 
for Christmas time, when the negro is paid 
off. The fourth of July is not widely cele- 
brated by the white people, but the negroes 
invariably claim it as a holiday. The ordi- 
nary custom here is to have a half holiday on 
every Saturday and a whole holiday on Sun- 
day. The employing planters, therefore, are 
more than happy when the fourth of July 
comes on a Saturday, thus allowing the whole 
of Sunday for the sobering up process. 

The principal attraction of the negro 
fourth of July in the afternoon was the ball 
game between two rival nines, which played 
on the white man’s field just at the edge of 
town, and the spectators of which filled the 
white man’s grand stand. It is the custom 
also to have a white man for umpire on these 
occasions, because otherwise that official is 
in danger of losing his life before the end of 
the game. | 
Baseball as It Is Played. 

Both nines appeared on the field in their 
stocking feet, with the exception of one or 
two star players on each side, who preferred 
the bare skin underneath. The stockings 
were utilized as a kind of uniform, and the 
darky who could produce the loudest and 
most violently striped hose was the partic- 
ular pet of the grand stand. A few had on 
knickerbockers, but most of them rolled their 
ordinary trousers to the knees and then 
tucked them into their gaudy stockings. The 
effect of this was frequently ludicrous, be- 
cause the negroes in this section of Louisiana 
are addicted to an article of clothing known 
as the ‘ Wagner pants.”’ These are a spe- 


over the foot, after the style affected by 
sailors. When the lower extremities of a 
pair of these “ Wagner pants,”’ which, by 
the way, the darkies will pay more for than 
any other variety, are stuffed into a pair of 
red, yellow, and green socks, the effect is 
startling. 

Prélude to a Debauch. 

The baseball game of the plantation negro 
is not half #0 bad as one might expect, 
and, except for the grotesque shouting of 
the participants, varied with lively dialogues 
between the first baseman and the specta- 
tors, it might easily have been an afternoon 
game between country teams in the north. 

It was merely the prelude, however, of the 
real business of the day, and simply served tc 
sharpen the appetite for the determined at- 
tack made upon the whisky barrels in the 
village stores. It is the habit of the darkies 
every Saturday to come into town in the 
afterncon and spend all the money they can 
beg, borrow, or steal for whisky, and in 
this respect the negro wépen have become 
the greatest offenders. — 

All afternoon a perfect stream of Afro- 
American women flowed into the town, ani 
it was surprising to note how well dressed 
they were. The colors were of the most ex- 
traordinary combinations, the millinery 
could only have been concocted in a dream, 
but the general effect, I am free to confess, 
was remarkably good, and, on the whole, 
I think the plantation darkies, when they first 
arrive in town, will impress one more fa- 
vorably than the same number of foreigners 
from the wayback agricultural counties upon 
a similer holiday. 

The negro women made a brave showing 
in the grand stand at the ball game for a 
few innings, but they rapidly drifted down- 
town, and before the afternoon was we!l 
spent the better part of them were well on 
the way toward a condition of gross intoxica- 


tion. 
; Scenes After Dark. 

The scenes in this little town of St. Joseph 
after dark were not at all pleasant. As I 
stood on the “ gallery of Moore's big sup- 
ply store I saw full fifty young women in a 
state of beastly intoxication, smoking pipes, 
cigars, and cigarets, or chewing plug to- 
Bacco, staggering about the streets, being 
helped into the buggies in which they came, 
or openly making love in the most disgusting

VICTIM WAS TWO YEARS OLD 


Alleged “gc Believed to Have Grown 
ired of Nursing. 


Bloomington. July 13.—[Special.]J— 
Maude Jordine, a girl of 17, was arrested to- 
day under the charge of having murdered 
her 2 year old sister Mabel last Thursday 
because she had grown tired of taking care 
of her. 

The arrest was made by Detective J. P. 
Butler, who has been working on the case 
since the child was found dead under cir- 
cumstances that immediately aroused sus- 
picfns of foul play. 

The parents of the murdered baby and the 
accused girl were at the outset insistent in 
advancing the theory that the child had been 
killed by a tramp who had attacked her 
while she had strayed from home. 

Detective Butler says: ‘“ Maude was the 
principal nurse for the child, and had been 
from its birth. She had been forced to carry 
it about, dress it, and give it other attentions 
such as usually devolve upon a mother or 
nurse. She was also disturbed by the fact 
that the child was crippled and u&Rable to 
walk. She was prevented from mingling 
with her girl friends to an extent that she 
doubtless would have wished by the care of 
the babe. > 

“It was large, in fact abnormally large, 
tor its age, and the care of it must have 
taxed her strength. It was she who would 
have. profited by its absence. It was a 
stumbling block In her path. It was in her 
way, and would have prevented her from 
enjoying the summer theater and other 
cmusements in which her mother was able 
to participate, while the daughter was forced 
to stay at home and look after the little one. 
Such attention is particularly disagreeable

“She undoubtedly brooded over the fact 
that she was cut off from amusements and 
the society of girl friends by the drudgery 
of her daily existence as caretaker for the 
baby.

the shere, but at length Miss Gibbons, in 
reply to a laughing dare, struck out into the 
lake. She kept on till, to the watchers on 
shore, her head was a speck on the water. 
All knew her ability as a swimmer, however, 
and no alarm was felt for her safety. At 
length the girl was seen to turn and start 
back toward the shore, and the cheers of 
spectators welcomed her return. 

Slower and slower she swam, until, when 
within fifty feet of the plier, she was seen to 
stop, throw up her hands in one last appeal, 
and sink from sight. 

Her young brothers, Harry and Walter, 
dashed into the water and in a few moments 
were at the spot where Miss Gibbons had 
disappeared. As she rose to the surface 
again they tried to reach her, but they were 
too late. She had sunk for the last time. _ 

The cold water near the pier is supposed to 
have chilled her, exhausted from the long 
¢wim. The water at the point where the 
girl was drowned was only six feet deep. 

The tragic death of Miss Gibbons deeply 
affected the hundreds of visitors at the lake, 
who, standing near the shore, saw her end 
but failed to realize the danger until it was 
too late.

LEO SINKING; 
END MAY BE NEAR 


Sudden Change for the Worse 
in Pontiff’s Condition 
Gives Vatican Little 
to Hope For. 


MIND IS NEARLY GONE. 


and Sees Shadows Flit- 
ting About His 
Room. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
ROME, July 14, 7:30 a. m.—The pope has 
passed a restless and agitated night. He 
awoke at 5:30 o'clock, but shortly after 
dropped again into a heavy sleep. 
It is feared at the vatican that the pope's 


death is near. 

From midnight until 2:50 o’clock this 
(Tuesday) morning the pontiff, who had 
been failing steadily for twenty-four hours, 
was half unconscious, half delirious. He was 
restless and called out wildly in his sleep. 
Earlier in the night and yesterday after- 
noon he complained that shadows were mov- 
ing about his room and approaching his bed. 

After 3 o'clock this morning he lapsed into 
almost total unconsciousness. 

At 4:30 o’clock, however. Dr. Lapponi suc- 
ceeded in reanimating the apparently dying 
pontiff by administering a powerful stimu- 
lant. He also gave him a little nourishg 
ment. 

The pope’s breathing at 5 o'clock this morn- 
ing is difficult. 

‘While there is life there is hope,” is all 
that Dr. Lapponi will say. He admits the 
condition of the pope is grave in the extreme. 

It is known, however, that the pope is 
kept alive only by the use of powerful stimu- 
lants. 

: Italian Government Warned. 

At 6 o’clock last (Monday) evening the 
vatican notified the Italian government that 
the last moments of the pope’s life were at 
hand. A regiment of Italian troops were 
hurriedly sent from the Piati Casqueli bar- 


| racks to the Piazza of St. Peter. 


All the cardinals. now in Rome were sum- 
moned to the vatican. They have remained 
up all night, expecting the summons to the 
death chamber every moment, 


First Change for the Worst. 

Evidence of the change for the worse in the 
pope’s condition was apparent h the doc- 
tors paid their first visit"té his apartments 
Monday morning. 
ing condition. His holiness said he was 
weak and fatigued. For the first time since 
his illness began he begged to be allowed to 
sleep. | 

The doctors, realizing the change in the 
pontiff’s condition, made a rapid examina- 
tion. They found that the amount of liquid 
in the pleura had not increased, but that*the 
pope was more feeble and not in as good 
spirits as heretofore. He had taken but lit- 
tle nourishment since Sunday. | 

Shock to the Public. 

The doctors’ morning bulletin gave the pub- 
lic its first intimation of the alarming change 
in the pope's condition. The vatican had 
been encouraged almost to the point of be- 
lieving that the pope would recover from his 
present illness. The change for the worse 
created something like consternation. 

The morning bulletin showed that while 
there was no change in the condition of the 
thorax since Saturday, the kidneys showed 
indications of disorder, if not of disease. 


First Attack of Dizziness. 

Soon after. tlre morning bulletin had been 
issued the pope complained of an attack of 
dizziness. This was the first evidence of 
cerebral weakness. .The dizziness seemed to 
be a kind of mental confusion, during which 
he seemed to lose consciousness of his sur- 
roundings, while he believed he saw a vision. 
Heexplained afterwards that he thought he 
saw an undefined shadow moving about the 
room and slowly approaching his bed, where- 
upon the pontiff became agitated and called 
for his valet, Pio Centra, saying: 

“Pio! Pio! Whoisit? Who is it?” 


Physician Restores Him. 
Dr. Lapponi and Centra rushed to the pa- 
tient’'s bed. The physician administered 


stimulants at once, to which the pope's con- 


dition responded quickly, and his mind was 
lucid for some time. During the lucid in- 
terval in the forenoon the pontiff conversed 
with the attendants in the sick room. He 
alluded to his increasing weakness and ex- 
pressed his belief that his end was not far off. 
One of his attendants, In an effort to relieve 
the pontiff’s depression, said to him: 

“ You are not near death.” The holy father 
replied quickly: 

* You all seem to think I must be encour- 
aged, but I assure you I look to Thursday as 
the day of my release.” : 

Thursday is the feast day of the Carmelite 
Madonna, whom Pope Leo especially wor- 
ships. He wears her image constantly about 
his neck and never has failed to carry out 
her prescribed formula, 

The pope’s presentiment that death would 
overtake him on Thursday is remarkable, 
because in a certain way it coincides with 
the prophecy made in the twelfth century 
by St. Malachy, the bishop of Armagh, who 
predicted that Pope Leo would be succeeded 
by a pope symbolizing the motto, “ Ignes 
Ardens " (burning fire). 

The Carmelite Madonna is the patroness 
of the Carmelite order, which attributes its 
origin to the prophet Elijah, who ascended 
to heaven in a chariot of fire, 


Is Worse Toward Noon. 

Toward Saturday noon the pope's condi- 
tion became noticeably worse. His dizziness 
was more pronounced, and it was again ac- 
companied by fleeting hallucinations. 

It developed during the forenoon, as the re- 
sult of a careful medical examination, that 
the condition of the pope's kidneys was 
worse, as the component parts of the tirine 
were not normal. The diminution of certain 
elements led the doctors to fear that his sys 
tem was gradually appreaching a state of 
dissolution. No traces of albumen were 


found, indicating, although the kidneys are

Remedies Volunteered. 

At both the vatican and the house of Dr. 
Lapponi the arrivals of patent medicine, 
surgical instruments, and medical apparatus 
of all kinds continue, each being accom- 
panied by assurances that his holiness will 
recover if it is used according to directions. 
From Vienna have come highly perfected 
machines for producing artificial respira- 
tion and for making oxygen. The pontiff, 
however, has not required the administration 
of oxygen for the last three days. 

“ What I need,” says Pope Leo, “ is air— 
fresh. air. Besides, I should be allowed to 

“vise. An old man of 94 should not be kept 
in bed when without fever.” 


Papal Guard Is Overworked. 
According to the rules established for the 
government of the noble guard, one of their 
principal duties is to watch assiduously the 
person of the pope when his holiness is seri- 
ously ill, even the papal apartments passing 
under their responsibility during such peri- 
ods. 
After 1870 there was a gradual general cur- 
tailment of expenses at the vatican, and this 
resulted in.a reduction in numbers of the 
noble guard, which now musters forty men. 
Not all of these, however, are now present: 
at the vatican, owing to iliness or other 
causes, and consequently the service of those 
on duty is heavy, they mounting guard, six 
ata time, forsix hours 
; “The services rendered on the occasion of 
the pope's present illness by the Palatine 


receive no pay for vatican duty, are highly 
appreciated. 


Will Urge Gibbons’ Election. 
Mgr. O’Connell, rector of the Catholic uni- 
versity at Washington, arrived here this 
morning.

QUIGLEY TALKS OF CARDINALS. 


Archbishop Analyzes Candidates for the 
Papal Throne, Evidently Lean- 
ing Toward Gotti. 


Cardinal Gotti—A brilliant scholar, with 
latent ability capable of being turned into 
great diplomatic possibilities. A favorite of 
Germany and Austria, and hence able to 
wield a mighty influence for the church. 
Cardinal Rampolla—A diplomat of experi- 
ence and tried ability. Rests under certain 
displeasures which his former diplomatic 
acts may have bred. Favored by France, and 
hence opposed by Germany and Austria. 
From his experience as papal secretary of 
state he is familiar with great questions 
concerning the vatican, but committed to 
certain policies. 

Cardinal Vincenzo Vannutelli—A pious 
man, sound in religion, but probably not 
fitted for the executive work and statesman- 
ship required of a pope who would take up 
the work of Leo XIII. Nota probability. 
The above is an estimate of candidates for 
the papal throne, given by Archbishop Quig- 
ley. The archbishop expressed no personal 
choice, but his leaning was evidently to- 
ward Cardinal Gotti because of the possibili- | 
ties which, he says, lie in the ascendency of 
the Carmelite cardinal. Gotti’s strength in 
Germany and Austria, especially in the latter, 
the archbishop viewed as a basis for the 
further Catholicization of these countries. 


He agreed that the powerful influences of 


German and Austrian friendship would be 
felt in the election in support of the Car- 
melite. 

- Of Cardinal Rampolia’s worth, the arch- 
bishop has no question. That his friendship 
for France would be to the disadvantage of 
the papa! secretary in his effort to secure the 
see was a matter of course.

ORANGE RIOT IN BELFAST. 


CATHOLICS ATTACK PARADE AND 
MANY HEADS ARE BROKEN. 


One Hundred Thousand Irish Protest- 
ants Celebrate Their Annual Holi- 
day and a Clash with the National- 
ists Follows in Which Clubs Are 
Used Freely—Dublin Will Not Ex- 
tend an Official Welcome to King 
Edward on His Forthcoming Visit. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

BELFAST, July 13.—Irish Catholics today 
attacked a part of the Orangemen’s proces- 
sion and a serious riot followed. Clubs 
were used freely, stones and other missiles 
were thrown, and many heads broker. A 
number of policemen «and civilians were in- 
jured. before order was restored. 

There were 10,000 Orangemen in the pa- 
rade, and the celebration passed off peace- 
fully until the various organizations were re- 
turning home. 

Troops Held in Readiness. 

The entire police force was on duty and 
the troops were confined to barracks, so 
as to be ready in case of emergency. The 
police put down the riot and there was no 
occasion for calling on the soldtery. 

At Rostrevor, County Down, there were 
1.700 police and soldiers in the town and 
vicinity, which gave the place the appear- 
ance of being in a state of siege. 

There was some rioting at Carrick Hill, 
but it was soon suppressed. 


CYCLONE IN TONQUIN KILLS 150. 


French Possessions in China Ravaged 
snd Many Villeges Laid in 
Ruins. 


MARSEILLES, July 13.—The mail from 
Haipong brings news of a terrible cyclone 
which ravaged the French possession Ton- 
quin June 8. One hundred and fifty natives 
were killed and many villages laid in ruins. 


, Thirty Drowned in Silesia. 
BERLIN, July 13.—Thirty persons have 
been drowned in the floods in Silesia. Nearly 
the whole town of Trephan was under water 
for many hours. The crops of the entire dis- 
trict have been destroyed. In the Sudeten 
valley all the villages were flooded so rapidly 
that thirty of the inhabitants were unable to 
escape in time and perished. Fifty houses 
were destroyed. Even the town of Breslau 
is reported in danger. 

Hail storms have devastated the country 
along the lower Rhine. The damage to the 
wine crop is incalculable. Several persons 
were killed by lightning.

BOGUS CONSPIRACY IN CUBA. 


Veterans Publish a Manifesto Telling of 
Frustrating a Plot Now Charged 
to Themselves. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
HAVANA, July 13.—Leading veterans 
among those who are agitating for the pay- 
ment of the army have published a mani- 
festo stating that some fifty hungry, igno- 
rant men proposed to betray the republic 
by declaring a rebellion at Guanabacoa, but 
that the veterans, hearing of the plot, per- 
suaded the men to abandon it. The mani- 
festo then points out how patriotic the vet- 
erans were in doing this. 

A prominent official says that after a care- 
ful investigation of this alleged threatened 
rising and reported attack to be made on the 
palace and President Palma seized, he is 
convinced that the whole story was con- 
cocted by the veterans themselves, one of 
their number betraying the alleged plot to 
the government by prearrangement with his 
comrades, the idea being to frighten the 
government. 

Government officials believed for a time 
that the story was true, but they, not at all 
frightened, took strong precautionary meas- 
ures which would have led to disastrous re- 
sults to the self-styled plotters had they at- 
tempted to carry any of their reported 
schemes into effect. 

A message from President Palma was read 
in the house of representatives today saying 
the executive had been desirous of raising a 
loan of $35,000,000, and having reason to doubt 
it possible to raise it now thinks it necessary 
to send a commission to the United States 
with power to offer the loan to good houses 
in America or Burope. 

President Palma‘sSuggests that the commis- 
sion should start as soon as congress closes 
in order that it may return by November. 
He asks for a credit of $15,000 to cover the 
expenses of the commission.

“If there is anything at all that will save 
your baby’s life,”” he told her, “‘ it is a mat- 
ter of keeping its milk absolutely sweet and 
pure.”’ 

“ But I don’t know how to keep the milk 
sweet, doctor,”’ she replied. “I have been

Sudden Squall Lowers Canvas 
» and Poles on Christian 
Endeavorers. 


PANIC BARELY AVERTED. 


A. M. Ramsey of Chicago Saves 
Many Lives by His Rare 
Presence of Mind. 


Denver, July 13.—[{Special.}—While 8,006 
persons were listening to an address in Tent 
Endeavor this afternoon the big tent was 
blown over. A. M. Ramsey of Chicago, con- 
tract agent for the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany, realizing the danger, sprang to a chair 
and called to those nearest him to hold up 
the canvas and poles. Immediately the poles 
were straightened. Mr. Ramsey’s rare pres- 
ence of mind probably prevented many from 
| suffocating. 

Over a Score Injured. 

The injured number a score, but none of 
them was seriously hurt. Mrs. Jessie M. 
Thornburgh of Denver was the most seri- 
ously injured, her nose being badly gashed 
and her scalp suffering several wounds. 
Miss Etta Ward, Chicago, was among those 
injured. A pole fell across her back, badly 
bruising her. 

In the excitement immediately following 
the collapse of the tent many women faint- 
ed and were extricated from perilous posi- 
tions with much difficulty.

Visit to the Polk Flats.

In order 
to reach them all the present system of dis- 
tribution must be enlarged and extended 
and a larger fund will be needed to make 
this possible. The plan has received the 
indorsement of the clergy, but it must re- 
ceive the more substantial support of the 
charitable. 

Today a third “ wagon at large” will be 
added to the two which have been in opera- 
tion since the fund was established. The 
new route will lie south of that which now 
includes the congested west side district, and 
it will reach a large number of persons who 
are in great need of relief. The route of the

The figures the subcommittee got this 
morning are of little value, for they repre- 
sent the winter months, when ice companies 
are not receiving much revenue. It may 
have been that the company wanted to show 
justification for raising the prices. They got 
just two eets of figures, and no details. One 
was the gross receipts and the other the 
gross expenses.”’ 

Jacob Rustman, president of the Jefferson 
Ice company, was before the main commit- 
tee yesterday afternoon. He told of four 
companies, the Jefferson, Esch Brothers & 
Rabe, White City, and Keely Ice companies, 
which stick together, but he denied the ex- 
istence 6f any formal agreement. 

‘*T have heard of an association of dealers. 
I do not know anything about it, but I do 
know that the four companies I have named 
do not belong to it. We have no agreement, 
but we do not undersell one another.”’ 

Mr. Rustman said some companies had sold 
out to the Knickerbocker,.and that his rela- 
tions with Mr. Field were unfriendly. 

‘* We began to raise prices last Wednesday 
or Thursday,” he said, “after the Knicker- 
bocker company hadraised prices. The price 
of ice was too low. We had been losing 
money since last fall,” 

Secretary Brown of the civic federatiqn 
asked: ‘‘ Would you have ventured to raise 
prices if the Knickerbocker company had 
not?”’ 


“T would not,” President Rustman an- 


swered. 

“ What hae been the cause of the loss of 
money?" Mr. Grosser asked. 

“ They may have had the object of squeez- 
ing us and gobbling us up,”’ the ice man said.

Machine Breaks Down.

GORONER SUSPROS GIRL 


POLICE WATCHING MISS THOM- 
ASCH, ROXBURY’S COMPANION. 


Club with Which Death Dealing Blows 
Were Administered Is Found—Pe- 
cultar Attitude of Relatives Arouses 
Suspicion of the Authorities—Boys 
Tell of Seeing a Man Running Awey 
from the Scene of the Murder—Coro- 
ner Seeks Motive. 


New York, July 13.—[Specia!. ]—Lillian Tho- 
masch, who was with Charles W. Roxbury 
when he was murdered in a lonely street in 
the Bronx last Friday night, was examined 
by Coroner Berry tonight, and after her story 
was heard she was placed under police sur- 
veillance. Technically she is not under ar- 
rest, but though she is permitted td go to 
her home the houge is surrounded by detec- 
tives. During the night the action was taken 
by Coroner Berry because he formed the 
opinion that Miss Thomasch had net been 
as frank in her statements as she would 
have the police believe. 

There are some reasons for believing that 
Roxbury recognized his assailants and good 
reasons for believing that though he was 
fatally hurt he did not wish to have the cir- 
cumstances of the attack known. 


Attitude of Relatives Not Explained. 


There is a peculiar attitude of his relatives 
since his death, and the fact is yet to be ex- 
plained why Mrs. Roxbury requested there 
should be no police investigation of the death 
of her husband. The coroner says he told 
Miss Thomasch to bring the waist she wore 
that night to the inquest in the same con- 
dition as it was then. He found she had been 
wearing it and charged her with having 
washed it. 


Find Death Dealing Weapon. 


The weapon with which Roxbury is sup- 
posed to have received the blows last Fri- 
day night from which he died early Satur- 
day morning at hig home, 1817 Crane place, 
was turned over to Police Inspector Titus 
this afternoon. It was a chub about fifteen 
inches long, and looked like the handle 
of a pickax. The club was found by 
a 18 year old boy not far from the corner of 
One Hundred and Sixty-sixth street, where 
Roxbury was assaulted. When Titusshowed 
it at the Tremont avenue etation he said he 
believed the finding of the club. tended 
strongly to support hie original theory that 
the assault hdd been committed by a thug 
whowe sole motive was robbery. 


Miss Thomasch Repeats Story. 


The inquest over Roxbury wes begun to- 
day. Miss Thomasch, the young women who 
was with Roxbury when he was assaulted, 
was the principal witness. She told substan- 
tially the same story she told before, that 
Roxbury was assaulted by a man who, with 
a woman, had been walking behind them. 
Her account today differed from the one she 
gave the two men she called to her assistance 
Friday night. According to their testimony 
today, they say she told them a man, who 
apparentiy had been lying down beside the 
walk, sprang up in frontof them. They also 
say Mise Thomasch afd not want to call a 


policeman. 

Other important testimony brought out was 
that by three boys, who, about 8:20 o'clock 
Friday night, were ducking a dog belonging 
to one of therm in Cromwell's creek, near One 
Hundred and Sixty-first street. They testi- 
fied they saw a man answering Miss Thom- 
asch’s description of Roxbury’s aseallant run 
across a lot near where they were to Girard 
avenue, then double on his tracks to River 
avenue, and then run through the lots again 
toward Jerome avenue. 


Coroner Issues Stetement. 

After the inquest the coroner gave out this 
statement: 

“ When we went to find the woman who 
was with Roxbury we learned from a friend 
of his that his companion might have been 
one of four women whose names we obtained. 
I was told that Roxbury’s mother, Mrs. Gib- 
son, when she heard of the tragedy, men- 
tioned the name of one of these four, not 
Miss Thomasch, and said she had heard her 
gon say he was going to drive with her on a 
certain night. It is just possible we may 
find the motive of this tragedy other than 
robbery before we get through.”

Clark Replies to Dr. Berry. 

The Rev. Dr. Francis E. Clark, president 
of the United Society of Christian En- 
deavor, in the convention today replied to the 
statement made by Dr. Berry of the Ep- 
worth league that “union between the dif- 
ferent young peoples’ societies is impossi- 
ble.”’

or lynching of a negro is a murderer and 
should be so considered*in the eyes of the 


So declared Associate Justice David G. 
Brewer of the United States Supreme court 
at his hotel here tonight. He continued: 

“ Although it is always given in defense 
such actions thet what are known to lawyers 
as the extenuating circumstances lessen to a 
considerable degree the gravity of 

opinion that no circum 
chatever can change the classification of 
such a crime to any ging else but murder. 

“ Any man who k hie fellow man other- 
wise than in defense of self or property 
commits nothing less than a murder. 
man who takes part in the burni of a 
negro, no matter how atrocious was is con- 
duct, is guilty of this crime. | 


No Defense for Lynching. 
*“T know that sentiment varies regard- 
ing this subject in different parts ‘of the 
country. In the south the lynching of a 
negro who has committed an attack on a 
white girl is considered proper and just, just 
as is the summary shooting of the man who 
calls a southerner a liar to his face. In 
neither case do I consider the circumstances 
extenuating.in the least. The crime of lynch- 
ing can be called nothing else than murder. 
“It is my belief that there will soon be 
a popular reaction against this wholesale 
lynching fever, which seems to have swept 
the country of late. Public interest is at 
least being aroused by the frequency of the 
occurrence. This reaction should come in 
the form of proper legislation.

DANCE HALL IS PROPER, 


ThexRev. Johnston Myers Says the De- 
* fendant Took All the Women Who 
Were to Testify Out to Dinner and 
That They at Once Forgot All They 
Had Told the Reformers—Declares 
the Committee Is Not Discour- 


aged. 


To the treachery of his witnesses the Rev. 
Johnston Myers lays thé failure of the south 
sidé vigilance committee to convict *‘ Ike ”’ 
Bloom, the Twenty-second street dance hall 
keeper, who was discharged by Judge Mack 
yesterday. The witnesses were mostly wom- 
en of the levee district. When they gave 
their testimony they not only refused to say 
a word detrimental to the interest of Bloom 
but proved their friendship for him by de- 
claring he ran a moral establishment. 

“They told our representatives, before 
the trial, what they would swear to in court,” 
the Rev. Mr. Myers said, “‘ and Bloom would 
have been convicted on such testimony. But 
on the stand they told different tales. 

‘** You see, Bloom had them all out to din- 
ner with him. They talked things over to- 
gether and agreed, no doubt, on what they 
should tell in court. We had nine of these 
witnesses on whom we depended, to a de- 
gree. As they were called, one by one, each 
explained away any knowledge she might 
have been supposed to have on the point. 
One said she was not in the city on the date 
named. Another was not at Bloom’s place, 
or, if she had been there, she had seen noth- 
ing improper.” 

While Bloom was the only defendant of 
the twenty-four indicted by the May grand 
jury who came to trial yesterday, the others 
were summarily disposed of. The evidence 
against Bloom was so weak that Judge Mack 
instructed the jury to bring in a verdict of 
not guilty. Assistant State’s Attorney Holt 
then ordered the remaining twenty-three 
cases stricken off. 

Dr. Myers took the stand after the women 
had applied their whitewash td Bloom, but 
could produce nothing of tangible evidence. 
He had seen many people coming from the 
building, but could not be sure they were 
from the dance hall. Beyond this he had only 
to add that he had once been accosted by a 
woman as he passed the door. . ~ 

‘** Bloom’s case is the only one that has 
been disposed of,”” the clergyman said. “ The 
rest will come to trial in regular order and 
better evidence will be presented. This will 
be supplied by policemen and by good wit- 
nesses. We were aware that Bloom’s case 
was the poorest one we had, and we are not 
surprised at the outcome. Reverses must be 
expected. 

“* We are not, however, by any means dis- 
couraged. A large number of new cases will 
be taken before the July grand jury, and 
our committee will keep up its fight until all 
it started out to accomplish is done. Already 
most remarkable results are noted. 

“We do not care to prosecute and convict 
these people. All we want is that they cease 
to operate in our neighborhood.”

Atlanta, Ga., July 13.—(Special.]—White 
and black united here tonight in greeting 
Booker T. Washington at the People’s taber- 
nacle, where he spoke upon the race prob- 
lem. Among the white men on the platform 
were Gov. Terrell, Mayor Evan Howell, John 
Temple Grunes, and Dr. H. 8. Bradley, pas- 
tor of the largest southern Methodist church 
in Atlanta: Many members of the Georgia 
legisiature were algo present. Mr. Washing- 
ton said in part: 

_** Every decent white man and negro in the 
south is giad that the time will soon be at an 
end when a negro will be, popular with his 
people in proportion as he curses the white 
man; or when a white man can be promoted 
to positions of honor in proportion as he has 
been successful in condemning the negro. 

“Let us learn a lesson from one of the 
greatest of southerners, Wade Hampton of 
South Carolina, when on his dying bed he ut- 
tered the words, ‘ God bless all of my people, 
white and black.’ 

“Two recent occurrences emphasize the 
truth that the negro has strong and wise 
friends here in the heart of the south.- I refer 
first to the zea) that some of the members 
of the white race in my own state of Alabama 
have shown in bringing to proper punish- 
ment those guilty of establishing peonage, 
a system under which members of my race 
have been the sufferers. I refer also to the 
action of the Georgia legislature, now in 
session, in refusing te accede to the unwise 
and unjust division of the public school fund. 

“The negro should etay in the south and 
make friends of his white neighbors.” 


SENATOR FOSTER SAVES NEGRO. 


Talks to Louisiana Mob Bent on Lynch- 
ing and Induces It to Abandon 
Its Purpose. 


New Orleans, La., July 13.—[Special.j— 
United States Senator Foster last night saved 
a negro from the hands of a mob bent on 
a lynching. The crime for which the negro 
was wanted was an attempted assault upon 
Mrs. Rene Hobart, the wife of a planter of 
St. Mary’s parish. Senator Foster is a citi- 
zen of that parish, and when he learned what 
had happened he went to the jail and awaited 
the inevitable demand for the prisorer. With 
the senator were Judge Alien, Judge Smith, 
and Sheriff Sanders. It was midnight when 
the mob reached the jail. Senator Foster 
addressed its members. He told them that 
the negro would be tried at once, and pleaded 
with them not to soil the history of the state 
by a lynching which was not to be excused. 
The mob then concluded to disperse. 


START BOYCOTT ON NEGROES. 


White Men in Princeton, Ind., Refuse 
Work to Black and Plan to Bar 
Them from Saloons, 


Princeton, Ind., July 13.—[Special.]—The 
white employés of the Princeton Transfer 
company notified the proprietors on Sat- 
urday that they must discharge their 
colored employés or the white men would 
quit. As a result of their threat the propri- 
etors discharged several of their best horse- 
men and all the negro hands around the 
barns and employed white men to do the 
work. A movement has been started among 
the saloonkeepers and bartenders to stop 
selling liquor to the negroes and to compel 
them to stay out of the saloons in the city. 


PEONAGE JURY DISAGREES. 


Other Cases Against Fletcher 
Are Postponed Until Next 
| Month. | 


Montgomery, Ala., July 13.—The jury in the 
case of the United States vs. Fletcher Turn- 
er, charged with holding Glennie Helms, a 
negro, in a condition of peonage, reported 
to Federal Judge Thomas G. Jones late this 
afternoon that they’ could not agree and 
were discharged. The jury stood 6 to 6. 
The other cases against him have been post- 
poned until Aug. 31. |

Drunk but No Fighting. 

The remarkable thing about this whole- 
sale debauch was the fact that there were 
no serious fights. There were only a few 
of us white people in the town, but no negre 
offered the slightest indignity to any white 
man, in spite of the fact that there were 
several hundred of the darkies who were 
much the worse for wear. 

They quarreled among themselves con- 
stantly, but these were ordinary drunken 
wrangles, and were almost invariably be- 
tween a man and the woman who, for the 
time being, he called his wife. They never 
wanted to go home at the same time, and 
if they came in a buggy, as many did, were 
obliged to submit to arbitration before they 
could decide when to unhitch the mule 
and start homeward. | , 

I doubt if any other race could have made 
so good a record under such circumstances, 
I did not hear of a single serious fight, al- 
though there may have been many which 
the negroes kept quiet. Quite a large pro- 
portion of them carried pistols, and among 
white men of the same debased class the 
combination of whisky and pistols would 
certainly have resulted seriously. 

The debauch was a shocking one, and I 
have detailed it merely to show the class 
of people the southern planter has to deal 
with. After they left this place a large per- 
centage of them went on to a nearby cross- 
road where there was a big dance and some 
doings which would not look well in print. 
At this last place the crowd used up all the 
whisky and then purchased, at famine prices, 
the entire stock of brandied cherries in the 


store. 
Women Are Drunkards/ 


This fourth of July episode is by bo means 

an extraordinary one. It is repeated every 
Saturday night in a minor degree, and on 
special occasions is much more serieus. The 
plantation negro will go a long way to get a 
bottle of whisky, and the drink craze has 
taken possession of the women to such an ex- 
tent that they seem to have but two ambi- 
tions in one being to adorn themselves 
in bright colored calico and the other to 
drink themselves into quarrelsome inactiv- 
ity. 
The women on the plantations are certainly 
degenerating. They will not work in the 
fields any more, so that the earning capacity 
of the family is decidedly reduced. They 
beve even stopped taking care of the little 
garden patch which is the salvation of the 
darky when the salt pork runs low, and to 
all intente and purposes they seem deter- 
mined to become mere butterflies of darky 
fashion. 

This degeneracy of the women is giving a 
great deal of concern to those white people 
who have the best interests of the negroes at 
heart, and the lack of character among the 
women of the plantation class is not a thing 
which can readily be described. Few of them 
are married more legally than they were 
during the slavery days. In some cases they 
are induced to go through a ceremony by the 
promise of a more or less public wedding, 
bu: even then the matrimonial tie is never 
the tie that binds, on a plantation. 


Laxity in Morals. 


Both men and women drift apart without 
- much ceremony, and one can frequently find 
half a dozen little children of various degrees 
of blackness, all owning a common mother, 
but each permitted to claim an entirely dif- 
ferent paternal ancestor. The cabins on the 
plantation are built for two grown people 
and an indefinite number of children, but the 
heads of the households shift about in a re- 
markable fashion, and even when a husband 
and wife live together nominally serious 
scandals are generally set afloat in the com- 
munity regarding both parties to the con- 
tract. 

The white people find it impossible to regu- 
late this matter at all. One pious woman 
insisted that she would not have any grown 
negroes on her plantation who could not pro- 
duce a marriage license. She was quite firm 
until the superintendent told her that it 
would cost her about two hundred tenants, 
and as it would be so difficult, if not impos- 
sible, to supply their places the overseer 
would feel obliged to resign. ; 

Yet with alf their debauchery, with all 
their lack of real ‘domestic ties, with all 
their pilfering. their lying, and their mani- 
fold shiftlessness, the plantation darkies in 


tented people in the world. They make no 
complaints of their treatment, and when I 
asked one of the most intelligent foremen on 
one of the plantations what was the nicest 
thing in the world to have he promptly de- 
clared that it would be six bottles of whisky. 

The ground in this vicinity is so extrava- 
gantly rich some sort of a crop can be pro- 
duced with the slightest effort. The coun- 
try is entirely cut up with bayous and lakes, 
which are filled with fish. Fuel is free to 
the darky, he can keep his own cow and 
chickens, he has his own garden patch, and 
if he works at all it is only because a white 
man pushes him into it. 


Negro Cabin Described. 


Most people, I find, have an entirely in- 
correct idea as to what a negro “ cabin ”’ 
really it. It is not really a cabin at all, but 
a one story cottage. It is not built of logs 
nor is it a hut, but it is a house built upon 
piles, weather boarded, shingled, and with 
a roof sloping both ways, front and back. 
It generally has a porch, or, “ gallery,”’ as 
they call it down there, across the entire 
front. 

The house has only one room, and, ae a rule, 
it has a pretty good looking wooden bed. a 
bureau, with a looking glass to it, but not 
much other furniture. These articles of 
furniture, constituting the bedroom part of 
the house, are generally purchased along 
about Christmas time, when the family has 
its annual settlement with the planter. They 
are bought im the nearby town for cash, 
and, while slightly better than the house 
would justify, are not really an extravagance 
at all, because they are invariably bought 
with only a portion of the annual! profits, 
the rest being forthwith spent in a gaudy 
drunk, lasting from two days to a week. 


Has Four Weaknesses. 

The negro seems to have a weakness for a 
big wooden bed, Wagner pants, a fashion- 
able hat, and yellow dogs. Beyond these 
articles of furniture his sentiments are en- 
tirely capricious. On Sundays and in the 
evenings most of the family spend their time 
on the gallery, talking, laughing in the loud- 
est of voices, and exchanging plantation wit, 
which is really sometimes funny, with their 
callers, who seldom come into the house, or 
even on to the gallery, but generally stand 
outside to talk to the family within. On 
most plantations the negro cabins are hud- 
died together along the main road. Few 
of the negroes will consent to be put down 
into the middie of a square section of forty 
acres they may have leased. They declare 
it is “ too lonely,” and so the cabins which 
were once placed in that way have had to be 
moved up to the main road, and the little 
leaseholds have been changed into narrow 
strips. The negro is a gregarious animal,

- From his own point of view the plantation 
darky hereabouts is certainly “ living easy,” 
as he himself calls it. There is never any 
very cold weather, and there is an abundance 
to eat for any one. Any able bodies negro 
man can have for the asking as many acres 
of land as he can possitily cultivate. He will 
be given a house free and allowed for his-own 
use a plot of garden ground. He will be 
furnished with all implements and gi the 
use of a mule to cultivate his little leasehold.

overseer will probable have to make him do 
the hauling before the cold weather comes. 
With a garden and free fuel an energetic 
negro could keep the wolf from the door, if 
he did nothing else, but in return for his 
work in the fleld he is paid in cash 25 cents 
per day, every two weeks, or is allowed, at 
his option, half of the crop. Practically the 
only rations he draws from the plantation are 
salt meat, tobacco, and salt. These are de- 
ducted from his wages, of c , but they 
do not form a very large item, because the 
negro will not eat fresh meat, as a rule, and 
does not require a great deal of the salt 
article, so far as mere pounds go.

Conductors and Brakeman Will Draw 
: $200,000 a Year More aa. Result—

Spring company. 


PICKETS REMANDED TO JAIL. 


Judge Kavanagh Refuses to Free Men 
Who Violeted Judge Holdom’s In- 
junction—Week to Appeal. 


Organized labor, Judge Kavanagh said.yes- 
terday, has raised the general standing of 
citizeneship, but at the same time he deciared 
persons not beionging to labor organizations 
may work where, for what wage, and under 
what conditions they see fit. Inmstrong words 
he denounced picketing that resulted in 
bloodshed.

LINING UP FOR 
BIG LABOR WAR. 


Freight Handlers, Teamsters, 
_., and Truckers Likely to 


Be Invo}ved. 


DUE T0 KELLOGG STRIKE. 


That Company Announces Pian of 
Sending Out More Wagons 
Today Under Guard. — 


President “Larry” J. Curran of the 
freight handlers’ unfon has brought about 
a condition of affairs in the Chicago labor 
world which may result in a strike involving 
the teamsters and truckers employed by 
every railroad and large house of 
the city. | 

The freight handlers in the sheds of the 
various railroads are prepared to strike at 
a moment's notice. The teamstefs will hold 
a meeting tonight to consider the situation 
and make arrangements to join in any strug- 
gle. Even the switchmen have become in- 
terested, and may be involved 

The storm has centered about the freight 
sheds of the Chicago Terminal 
company at Western avénue and Fourteenth 
street, where twenty-two men struck on 
Saturday when ordered to handie the goods 
wk the Kellogg Switchboard and Supply com- 

ny. 

The Kellogg shipments that caused the 
trouble lay in cars ready to be distributed to 
the roads that are to take them to their 
destination. So serious was the situation. 
however, that the terminal company did 
not move the cars for fear such an action 
would start a general ctrike. Hundreds of 
freight handlers watched the cars all day, 
ready to follow them wherever they went 
and see that the freight was not touched by 
union men. 

The teamsters laid siege to the depot of 
the terminal company, and would not allow 
any wagons to drivé to its platforms. They. 
too, were prepared to resort to war against 
railroad companies that handled the goods. 


Will Move More Freight Today. 


The Kellogg Switchboard compeny will 
make the situation still more acute today, 
for it intends to send out another shipment 
of finished work from its plant. Ite presi- 
dent, W. L. De Wolf, will demand that the 
Chicago Terminal Transfer company dis- 
tribute its freight immediately, regardiess 
of the threats of the teamsters and freight 
hardlers. 

The police have been notified of the inten- 
tion of the company and have prepared to 
g.ve it ample protection. Its wagons will be 
escorted by patrols and a large forceof men. 

Railroad men and representatives of the 
big business houses realize that the situation 
is serious. Secretary John @, Driscoll of the 
Associated Teaming Interests was asked to 
take up the matter and attempt to bring 
about a settlement. This he found to be al- 
most impossible on account of the complica- 
tions that have arisen. 

“The situation is most serious, and the 
city is facing a fight like that of last sum- 
mer,”’ said Driscoll last night. “It seems 
as if all the work done to secure industrial 
peace is to be tossed away. It looks as if 
seme of the business interests of this town 
are willing to have a fight, bring all their re- 
seurces together, and attempt in one great 
struggle fo stop the encroachments of labor. 
I do not care to say who is back of this move- 
ment, but they seem to be determined to force 
the issue.”’ 


Curran “at the Helm.” 


Barly in the morning Curran called in his 
Heutenants and announced that he “ was at 
the helm " and had patched up his “ troubles 
with the teamsters.” He then left for the 
freighthouse “of the Chicago Terminal and 
sought an interview with Supt. W. L. 
Knowlton, 

“I insist that the men you discharged be 
taken back to work,”’ said he, “ but they must 
not handle Kellogg freight.’’ 

“If they work they must handle all the 
freight that comes in,” responded Supt. 
Knowlton. 

“ Well, then, you'll get no freight to han- 
dle,’’ replied Curran, tle up the whole 
works in every freighthouse in Chicago.” 

With that Curran went out and made ar- 
rangement to spread the strike. Laterin the 
day he held a long conference with some of 
the tea rs. They told him to appear be- 
fore their joint executive council tonight and 
ask for the formation of an offensive and de- 
fensive alliance. They told him that some 
of their leaders were against him, but could 
be won over. 

The officers of the Chicago Terminal] com- 
pany made no attempt to break the strike. 
General Manager J. N. Faithorn said the 
company Was ready to handle all the goods 
brought to its sheds. 


Early in the afternoon President De Wolf, 
Vice President L. D. Kellogg, and Supt. Ed- 
wards of the Kellogg company met with 
President W. G. Schardt and the executive 
board of the Chicago Federation of Labor in 
an attempt to reach a settlement. After 
talking over the situation President Schardt 
asked the representatives of the firm to make 
a proposition. 

Mr. De Wolf announced that he was will- 
ing to reinstate all the strikers whose places 
had not been filled, but that he would not 
agree to unionize the plant. The federation 
officials took the mattefi#inder consideration 
and will give a reply t ; 

Three boys and a woman were arrested for 
creating a disturbance in the neighborhood 
of the Kellogg plant. Walter Lewis, a teams- 
ter, wae fined $15 and costs by Justice Eber- 
hardt for participating In the blockade of 
Saturday. 


Statement for the Railroads. 


Slason Thompson, local representative of 
the railroads, issued a statement regarding 
the trouble, which fn part is as follows: 
“As to Curran'’s threat to call out the 
freight handlers in any freight yard where 
they are required to handle goods coming 
from the Kellogg Switchboard company, the 
ratiroads doubt whether his madness has 
reached that stage yet, or, if so, whether 
the men having entered into agreements will 
break them, without cause or excuse, to 
gratify Curran. They recall that on May 29, 
in speaking of the Lake Shore settlement 
with its freight handlers, Curran said: 
‘“** Wherever the men sign agreements they 
will be kept. We are not going to allow 
broken agreements im this union.’ 
“In words to a similar effect Curran was 
reported in all the Chicago papers of June 26. 
The situation is unchanged today. The men 
have signed agreements. The roads are 
living up to them. Curran cannot or- 
der a strike now without stultifying himselt, 
and the men cannot obey an order to strike 
without breaking their agreements, and in 
many instances dishonoring their individual 
signatures.” 

$Strike of Bridgeworkers. 
A strike was called during the day on the 
American Bridge company to get an advance 
in wages for boy employés. The strike in- 
volved the 500 union employés at the plant 
at Stewart avenue and Fortieth street.

BE TOO SURE. 

Now it is Profesor Maragliano who 
thinks that he can vaccinate for tubercu- 
losis. since Jenner vaccinated for 
smallpox scientists have tried to vaccinate 
for other diseases.

Dr. Crom- 
bie, after experimenting with 250 invalided 
British officers, says: “Up to the age of 
the. advantage of a single inoculation is 
distinct, but after the age of 30 conditions 
are reversed and the advantage is with 
the. 

Similarly conflicting conclusions seem to 
be reached in the case of rheumatism. 
Ritettmatism, it appears, has a bug which 
persons on terms of familiarity with it call 
@ diplococcus. This bug is much incon- 
venienced when. brought into contact with 
antistreptococcie serum. Frequently, 
however, it dodges the serum and makes

The Koch treatment of tu- 
berculosis, for instance, has not been a 
triumph for serum therapy so much as a 
sermon on hygienic living. There has been 
much talk about a tuberculosis serum and 
little effective demonstration of its work. 
Let us not rejoice over the death of tuber- 
culosis till we are sure it is killed. It has 
more lives than a cat. 


EATING THEIR CAKE AND WANTING IT. 

During the last twelve years the City 
railway company has issued stock to the 
amount of $13,000,000. It was sold to 
stockholders par for cash ’’—to use 
the pet phrase of officials who wish to assure 


stock of the corporations with which they 
are identified. | 

During the same twelve years’ period the 
stockholders have been paid in dividends 
$16,395,000. When they threw their bread 
upon the waters by paying the company 
$13,000,000 for its stock they did not have 


They have already received back with in- 
terest all they pafd out, and yet they are 
unsatisfied. Like Oliver Twist, they clamor 
for “more.” 

The stockholders of the City railway com- 
pany are unreasdnable. They have eaten 
their cake and now they wantit. The stock- 
holders have taken no thought of the future. 
They have accumulated no reserve. They 
have laid up no sinking fund. They or 
their officers have behaved as if they were 


they have failed to do for themselves and 
take care of their future. 

For twelve years the. stockholders of the 
City railway have been basking in the sun- 
shine of cheering dividends, which have 
ranged from 238 1-3 per cent for the world’s 
fat year to 9 per cent for recent years. 
Money which ought to have been used for 
purposes of maintenance has, in defiance of 
sound business principles, been paid out in 
dividends. Not all the money received on 
account of stock paid for “ at par in cash ”’ 
has gone into the road. As Tus Trisune 
stated the other day, $2,000,000 of stock 
was issued to pay for stock and bonds of 
the Alley L, and the greater part of $1,000,- 
000 went to buy out a prospective competi- 
tor—the General Electric. 

The result of the abominable financiering 
of the last twelve years is that the value of 
the tangible assets of the company falls far 
short of the face value of the capita! stock. 
The plant has been allowed to run down so 
that excessive dividends might be paid. 
There has been a systematic milking of the 
road, which is responsible fer a wornout 
equipment and defective service. 

Stockholders have been paid in twelve 
years dividends to the amount of $16,375,- 
000, and as a consequence the company 
keeps in use on some of its lines wornout 
ears which are not fit to ride in. It hasa 
cable service which is constantly suspending 
and subjecting patrons to costly delays. It 
has electric plants with inadequate power 
and antiquated machinery. 

Today the officers of the company say 
they wish to spend $18,000,000 or $15,000,- 
600 in modernizing their plant, and thus 
give good service to. the community. They 
say that with such an expenditure confront- 


more than a beggarly 3 per cent compensa- 
tion to the city. Of course they have no 
intention of spending $15,000,000 or $138,- 
000,000. They would be obliged to spend a 
comparatively small amount of money if 
all received for stock paid for “at par in 
cash” had been put into the road, or if a 
part of the swollen dividends had been put 
into it. 

The municipal authorities are under no 
obligation, legal or moral, to allow the City 


own wrong—of the reckless financial meth- 
ods which it has adhered to for many years. 
The stockholders have eaten their cake 
and now they want it. It is not the duty of 
the city to supply them with what they 
want. 


DEATH OF WILLIAM E. HENLEY. 
The death of William E.*Henley, tlie 
English poet and essayist, is a serious loss 
to contemporary English literature. As 
a poet he stood among the first in the minor 
rank. He had much of the musical flow 
and grace of diction of Swinburne, com- 
bined with a descriptive power equal at 
times to Tennyson, and a pathos which 
has rarely been excelled by any poet. Un- 
doubtedly his “‘ Hawthorn and Lavender ” 
is his most popular work, but the critical 
readers will pronounce the “ London Vol- 
untaries” and “ Rhymes and Rhythms” 
the most characteristic and powerful of all 
his works. It is of the “ Voluntaries ” that 
Arthur Symons says: “ Intensely person- 
al is the feeling that transfuses the picture. 
It is with a brush of passionate impression 
that he paints for us the London of mid- 
summer nights, London at the golden end 
of October afternoons, London cowering 
in winter under the wind fiend out of the 
poisonous east, London in all the ecstasy 
of spring. There is something classical, 
a note (shall we say?) of Lycidas in these 
most modern poems, almost as if modern- 
ity had become classical.” This is strong 
praise, but deserved. His verses are stud- 
ies in technique and musical illustration 

few of his contemporaries have excelled. 
As to the controversy which raged two 
years ago over his alleged treachery to the 
memory of his friend and one time collabo- 
rator, Robert Louis Stevenson, it has now 
ceased. Whether or not it was.his purpose 
to protest against friendly fiction and adu- 
lation and whether he was wise or not in 
thus violating the old maxim, “ Concern- 
ing the dead nothing but good,” a maxim 
often mischievous in its operation, need 
not be said. He did not in any way harm 
Stevenson’s literary reputation. On the 
other hand, while deploring his weaknesses 
he called attention to some excellencies 
others had overlooked and thus was of 
great service to his friend. “Mr. Henley 
at one time intimated he might in another 
brochare explain why he had made the al- 
leged attack aud justify it. It is too late 

now and it matters not. =

A real reunion will not mean the construc- 
tion of a system which, because it asserts 
nothing, can offend no one. It will meana 
gradual convergence on the part of all Chris- 
tians to central immutable truths. These 
truths may be few, but they will not be 
neglected or minimized.

a controlling interest in the newspaper. In- 
deed, the Jewish race controls most of the 
lex.ding newspapers of Burope. Thus, the 
Oppenheims virtually own the London Datily 
News, while the proprietor of the London 
Daily Telegraph, Sir Edward Levy Lawson, 
who has just been created a peer, is also 3 
Jew. The Barons Heine, who own the 
F¥remdenblatt at Vienna, are of the same 
race, and, in fact, I might enumerate wp = 
of the big crgans of the European press in 
support of my contention. 


Princess Louise of Tuscany, while residing 
ai the chateau of Ronno, in the south of 
France, has, in deference to the wishes of 
her parents, assumed the incognito name of 
@ countess of Montignoso, the latter being 
the name of one of her mother’s many 
castles. By thus adopting an incognito dur-

nonpayment of debts of honor. 

The evidence as to these debts seems to 
have been based on promissory notes and 
cocuments of an analogous character, the 
existence of which and their production as 
testimony are sufficient to relieve the obliga- 
tions of Boni de Castellane in connection 
te of their character as ‘“ debts of 

or.”’ 


as such as long as no paper passes between 
the debtor and the creditor. From the mo- 
ment that the creditor accepts any written 
ackhowledgment by the debtor of the obliga- 
tion, the latter ceases to be a debt of honor 
and becomes a mere commercial! transaction. 
Debts of honor are based merely on verbal 
obligations. They are usually bets or 
gambling losses, and these, according to the 
ethics governing the “ code of honor,”’ must 
be paid at all cost, even if the debtor has to 
obtain the money by means or methods 
which verge not only upon the dishonorable 
but even on the criminal. 

It is for this reason that we sometimes hear 
of young men going to the length of stealing 
their mother’s jewels, or of forging the name 
of their nearest and dearest relatives (as did 


the sake of paying their debts of honor, fail- 
ing which they can no longer hope to retain 
the social status of a gentleman. One has 
heard of men committing suicide like Count 
-Aloys Hardegg at Vienna, and last 
-marquis of Hastings in London, because they 
) were unable to pay their ‘debts of honor.” 
But one has never heard of a nobleman tak- 
ing his own life because he could not pay his 
tallor or his wine merchant. 
Indeed, the late Lord Esher, master of the 
Boyes when presiding over the highest court 
of appeal in England, with the Lord Justices 
Lopes and Chitty beside hint, declafed from 
the bench that “ the idea that there is any 
shame or disgrace in debt and in bankruptcy 
is an exploded one.” This judicial utterance 
was made in response to a pathetic petition 
presented by Lady Oxenden for the arrest of 
the decree of bankruptcy which was about 
to be issued against her husband. The poor 
woman pleaded that it was through her that 
Sir Percy Oxenden had become involved in 
financial difficulties, which were about to 
bring him to “‘ shame and ruin.”’ | 
In the majority of cases the so-called debts 
of honor have been Illegally and sometimes 
dishonorably contracted, and as such are un- 
recoverable by law, whereas debts legally 
and honorably contracted are in nine cases 
out of ten not debts of honor in the accepted 
sense of the word. Boni de Castellane’s ob- 
ligations to M. de Dion are certainly not debts 
of honor, no matter which way one looks at 
them, and George Goulkd’s French brother-in- 
law has in no way infringed the ethics of 
ol4 world honor by relegating the Marquis 
de Dion to take his chances along with his 
other commercial creditors. 
The pilgrimage which Emperor Nicholas 
is about to undertake next week to the 
shrine of St. Seraphin at Saroff, in the so- 
called Saroff wilderness not far from Nijni 
Novgorod, will be an imposing affair.

lous agencies. Nicholas has had a magnifi- 
cent gold casket all studded with jewels 
made for the reception of the saint’s body, 
and for several years past there has been 
an uninterrupted stream of pilgrims to the 
monastery from all parts of the Russian 
empire, numerous and apparently authentic 
miracles being reported to have taken place 
at the shrine in connection with these pil- 


grimages. 


King Victor Emmanuel is indeed unfor- 
tunate in the matter of his exchange of vis- 
its with his fellow rulers of Europe, boy- 
ecotted as he is by all the Catholic monarchs 
of Europe. I related the other day how

| AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 
MORE EMERSON BOOKS. ‘1 


Second Series of the Essays in the Cen- 
tenary Edition. 


The SECOND SBERIBS of the ESSAYS” 
has just been issued in the new Centenary 
edition of Emerson which Houghton, Mifflin 
& Co. are bringing out. The book is issued 
in the same binding and type as the prede- 
cessors. In the back part are a great many 
pages of notes written by Edward Waldo 
Emerson, the editor of this issue of his 
father’s works. 

It will soon be sixty years since this second 
collection’ of ‘‘ Essays’’ first appeared in 
America and England, for, in spite of the 
lack of copyright protection, Chapman & 
Hall brought it out in London, Carlyle ina 
manner standing sponsor foritthere. Emer- 
son by this time had made his voice 
reach a large number of his countrymen, and 
he was beginning to be a force in America. 
Even the preachers and the religious press, 
although blinking hard at some of the things 
which appeared to them to be gravely hetero- 
dox, were compelled to admit that his words 
** were destined to carry far into coming time 
their lofty cheer and spirit stirring notes of 
courage. and hope.’’ 

Carlyle wrote to Emerson that those same 
heterodox utterances of his were likely to 
make some eyes open wide, and he also 
passed some just criticism upon the essay- 
ist’s rhetoric. ‘‘ I ought to say, the sentences 
are briefanddidnot .. cohere for me. 
Pure genuine Saxon; strong and simple, of 
a clearness, of a beauty—but they did not, 
sometimes, stick to their foregoers and their 
followers; the paragraph not as a beaten in- 
got but as a beautiful square bag of shot 
held together by canvas.’’ : 


STORIES OF A PREACHER. 
Dr. Banks Repeats Some Which Won 
Souls. 


The Rev. Dr. Louis Albert Banks, who is 
getting to be one of the widely known popu- 
lar preachers of the time, publishes in a 
small book a number of rather remarkable 
incidents from his own Hfe and work as a 
preacher under title of “SOUL WINNING 
STORIES” (American Tract society). Now 
settled in New York, he began life on the 
extreme frontier in Oregtén in a log cabin in 
hearing of the Pacific waves. His mother 
fitted him for college, where he entered along 
with full grown men at the age of 11. Be- 
fore he was 17 he had been launched into 
the active work of an evangelist. 

Five feet and a half in height and weigh- 
ing only eighty-five pounds, wherever he 
went crowds came to hear him. He took 
the quoted themes, went straight to the 
point, and generally surprised all and some- 
times himself by stopping the moment he 
had said enough. Some of the experiences 
here related might fitly find place among the 
“various phases of religious experiences 
in Prof. James’ notable book.

Much is said nowadays about the socializ- 
ing and the industrializing of the primary 
and. elementary education; here is set forth 
in this pecullarly attractive little book a 
practical educational scheme for what may 
be termed the domestication of a child— 
teaching and training. Says Mr. Jacob Riis: 
“Any one who can put poetry into dish- 
washing and spring sunshine into house- 
cleaning has given the world a real boost to- 
ward the better day.” 

The whole scheme of teaching as here in- 
dicated is on the kindergarten plan—joyously 
mingling song and vivacious alertness and 
activity In the doing of such things as fire 
building, setting the table, washing dishes, 
sweeping and dusting, laundry work, mend- 
ing, caring for the baby, etc. 

The object is not to train young girls to 
become servants, but to do neatly and deftly 
the things to be done in their own homes.

MUST PROVE IN GENERAL WAY 
ATTACKS ON CHARACTER. 


Judge Smith Holds That Elijah Ii. Can- 
mot Support His Charges Against 
Samuel G. Priddle by Citing Specific 
Acts—Decision Comes During Hear- 
ing of Libel Suit and Follows Ad- 


That the “Healer” Is Wealthy.. 


Dr. John Alexander .Dowie is worth sev- 
eral million dollars, according to admissions 
by his counsel in Judge Smith's court yester- 
day. 

This was good news to Samuel G. Priddle, 
for the court ruled during the day that Dowie 
would have to prove his charges reflecting 
on the character of Priddle, who is suing 
Elijah II. for libel. 

The importance of this ruling will be better 
understood from the fact that Dowie is 
charged with calling Priddile “‘ a prophet of 


fanatic,”’ and accusing him of abandoning 
his family. 
Ruling Against Dowie. 

Elder G. F. Stevens of Dowie’s church 
was asked in court if Priddle had confessed 
in his presence to being guilty of a certain 
wrongdoing, but Attorney Fred Mains for 
the plaintiff objected. 

“ You have made an attack on the general 
reputation of the plaintiff in this case,” said 
Judge Smith, ‘‘and I am inchned to hold 
that you will have to substantiate your 
charges in a general way. From the authori.. 
ties that have been cited to me, Iam of the 
opinion at present that you cannot justify 
these attacks by showing specific acts of 
wrongdoing.” 

Counsel for Dowie asked until today to 
prepare himself on this point of law, and 
was granted the time by the court.

ASSESSORS EXPLAIN CHANGES IN 
PERSONALTY ASSESSMENT. 


Tewn to Lake View Will Increase 
Total in Latter Town—Chicago City 
Company's Tetal Decreased by 
$500,000 — International Packing 
Company Ne Lenger Operating 
Plant in Stockyards. 


A reduction of $2,000,000 on the assesament 
of the Union Traction company in the north 
town is the main reason for the decrease in 
the total personal property valuation in that 
section of the city, according to President 
James J. Gray of the board of assessors. 
The assessors’ full cashr valuation for north 
town -personalty this year is $2,677,805 lese 
than that returned by the board of review a 
yeer ago, though $87,745 in advance of that 
returned by the assesement board in 1902. 
. “ There were several reasone for the re- 
duction of the valmation of the Unton Trac- 
tion company im the north town,” said Mr. 
Gray yesterday. ‘ The corporation is in the 
hands of a receiver and cannot be asseseed 
on money in hand. Its equipment and car 
barns have been removed from the north 
town to Lake View, and that town will show 
an advance in congaequence. The same rea- 
scons will apply to the reduction of the per- 
sonalty valuation of theetreet car compaawes 
in other parts of the city. The assessors’ 
returns on street car property this year were 
besed largely on the report of Bion J. Ar- - 
nold, which was exhaustive and trustworthy. 

“A reduction of $500,000 In the full valua- 
tior of the personaly of the Chicago City 
railway company from the valuation es fixed 
by the board of review last year contributed 
to a decrease amounting to $3,198,600 in the 
town of Lake. ‘The International Packing 
company, which no longer operates its plant 
in that portion of the city, was reduced from 
$000,000 to $100,000." 

The booke for the town of Lake View will 
be turned over to the reviewing board today. 
It is believed that they will show an increase 
over last year, when the full valwation was 
$13,004,460. 

“The number of names is greater,’ sald 
Mr. Gray, “ and the removal of property of 
the Union Traction company to that town 
will also advance the total, although a num-* 
ber of assessments have been reduced’’

The protest declared that the 
property is used actually and exclusively for 
the purposes of public charity, and not for 
profit. The renewal of this contest will prob- 
ably mean the final determination of the 
status of these institutions as to their ex- 
emption from taxation.

TO PAY NORTH LINE’S RENT. 


Appear Before Judge Grosscup Today 
to Request Proper Order — Amount 
Involved, $167,928, Due This Month — 


Receivers for the Union Traction company 
will make application this morning to Judge 
Grosscup for permission to pay the quarterly 
rental to the North Chicago Street railway 
company due this month. The amount in- 
volved is $167,928, being a quarterly payment 
on a dividend of 12 per cent on the stock of 
this underlying company. 

R. R. Govin is due here from New York 
today.

WATER POWER 


Drainage Commission to Build 
. Plants at Expense’ of 
$2,700,000. 


TWO YEARS FOR WORK. 


“Drainage of Evanston and Calu- 
met Is Prevented by the 
Lack of Funds. 


The drainage board has at last decided to 
take advantage of the water power and an- 
nexation laws passed by the last legislature, 
and yesterday instructed Chief Engineer 
Randolph to prepare specifications for the 
development of its water power at Lockport 
and Joliet. The work calls for an expend- 
iture of $2,700,000, and will be completed 
within two years, according to the plans of 
the board. Bids will be received in October 
and work will be begun soon after that time. 
Machinery will be installed capable of fur- 
nishing 7,000 horse power. 

Channels to Be Dug Later. 

After deyeloping its power resources, the 
board will construct auxiliary channels for 
the drainage of the Calumet and Evanston 
regions. The law providing for the annex- 
ation of these sections to the Chicago drain- 
age district will go into effect tomorrow, and 
the chief engineer was instructed yesterday 
to proceed immediately with surveys for a 
north and south auxiliary channel, prepar- 
ing two plans. Two channels to empty into 
the north branch of the Chicago river will 

‘be considered for Evanston and the north 
shore district. For the relief of the Calumet 
territory a channel is planned to pass along 
the Sag route. The estimated cost of con- 
structing these channels to keep the sewage

SHIPPERS PUT WATER IN MILK. 


Chicago Health Department Confiscates 
Two Cans and Watches for Other . 


A milk shipper at Hampshire, Ill., is held 
responsible for the water in sixteen gallons 
of milk that was thrown into a sewer at 
Clybourn place yesterday by inspectors of 
the health department acting under direction 
of City Chemist D. B. Bisbee. The milk 
was taken from a St. Paul train. Two other 
eight gallon cans were regarded with sus- 
picion by the chemist but their contents 
were not disturbed. 

“The milk of several shippers has been 
found to contain water,’* said Mr. Bisbee. 
“We shall destroy the milk whenever it 
Goes not reach the standard. Milk is scarce 
but is improving in quality.” 

There is a disposition on the part of the 
health authorities to allow the milk deal- 
ets until Aug. 1 to paint their skim milk 
cans the vermilion hue required by the new 
city ordinance. 

“The inspectoss are keeping a sharp look- 
out for violators of the law.” said Dr. 
Jaques yesterday. ‘Most of the dealers who 
depended on skim milk for their custom are 
now selling whole milk. These dealers have 
been in the habit of selling enough cream 
from the tops of their eight gallon cans to 
pay for the milk and then coloring the re- 
mainder and selling it at 5 and 6 cents a 
quart. The ‘red can’ ordinance has killed 
their trade.”

WANT TO SECURE FUNDS. 


Surprising Reply Filed in Suit 
to Restrain Expenditare of 
Last Appropriation. 


Springfield, July 13.—{Special. )}—The 
validity of the constitution of Illinois, under 
which the state government has operated for 
the last thirty-three years, is questioned in 
the answer of the commissioners of the Ifi- 
nols and Michigan cana) to the petition of 
Representative Richerd Burke for an injunc- 
tion to restrain the canal commissioners from 
spending the money appropriated for their 
use by the last general ly. 

Attorney General Hamlin, through his as- 
sistant, Arthur Gillespie, filed the anewer to 
Representative Burke's bill today in the Cir- 
cult court of Sangamon coumy. 


Pert of Constitution Attacked. 


The principal point upon which the peti- 
tioner asks for an injunction to prevent the 
expenditure of the money appropriated for 
the use of the canal commissioners is the 
constitutional provision that the state of 
Illinois cannot make an appropriation in aid 
of the canal. Answering this point the de- | 
fendants’ plea says: 

“These defendants admit that in the year 
1870 delegates were assembled and chosen 
from this state for the purpose of making a 
constitution for the state; that said delegates 
formed themselves into a constitutional con- 
vention and submitted for approval of the 
yoters of said state: such constitution; but 
they deny that said constitution so adopted 
by said convention thereupon became a valid 
and binding constitution geverning the state 
of Illinois as alleged. They admit that said 
constitutional convention passed a resolu- 
tion in relation to canals and railroads, as 
in said bill alleged, but they deny that said 
resolution, when so by such conven- 
tion, then and there became a portion of the 
constitution of the state of Illinois, or has 
been in full force or effect from thence to the 
present time, or thereby became valid and 
binding on the state of Illinois.” 


_ Expense Statement Is Correct. 
It is admitted in the anewer that the state- 
ments of the earnings and disbursements of 
the canal, as set forth in the Burke peti- 
tion, are substantially correct, but it is 
averred that up to 1897 the earnings of the 
canal. were sufficient to maintain it and 
that prior to that time no part of the ap- 
propriations made by the state was used 
for the canal but was expended in making 
navigable the Illinois river from Peru to 
Copperas creek. 
It is also contended that large expendi- 
tures have been incurred through the ac- 
tion of the trustees of the sanitary district 
of Chicago in attempting to deprive the 
canal of its water power. 

The case was continued until Judge Thomp- 
son shall sit in this county.
